to wake a Diſtinction, it is; generally in 
favour of the Diſſenters. We chiefly lay 

out our Money among them, we take all 
Opportunities to recommend them, and 
give them all the Encouragement we can, 
and cry them up for greater and fairer 
Dealers than our own People: when, if e- 
ver this happens to be the caſe, it is be- 
cauſe we diſcourage thoſe of ohr own Com- 
munion, and reduce them to a ſtarving 
Condition by not laying out ur Money 

with them. But we cannot make even 
this Pretence for dealing with D:ſſenters 
in London, becauſe there are as great and 
fair Traders, and as conſiderable Merchants 
to be found in the Communion of the 
Church of England, as among any of our 
Sefarits; and poſſibly greater numbers of 
them, chan among all our Schiſmatichs put

But can theſe Gentlemen be thought ro be 
in carneſt, while they diſcourage the Mem- 
bers of that happy Eſtabliſhment, and not

the level, but in numerous Inſtances give 
them the Preference? 
What avails it to inveigh againſt Schiſma- 
ticks in the Pulpit, if they deal with and 
encourage none elſe when they are out of 
it?

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Fruits; nor will a wiſe Man, much lefs 


the All-wiſe God regard our good Words, 
unleſs attended with good Works. He will 


be honour'd, not only with our Lips, but 


tn a pious and prudent Diſtribution of our 
Subſtance. Some there are, who to ex- 


Diſtribution of their Fayours, tell us, that 


Neighbours; and that ſince there are ho- 
neſt Men of all Perſuaſions, they ſee no 
reaſon for any diſtinction. But have we 


not abundance of reaſon to believe, that 


thoſe who ſeem ſo very indifferent to thoſe 
of their own Communion, will certainly de- 
ſert us whenever Honours and Preterments 
areto be found on the other ſide ?

How would our Sectaries dwindle into no- 


thing, if they had no Encouragement from 
our ſelves!
